The merchants who adv ertise in this paper belo ng in 
Gro up Two . They co uld no t stay in business unless 
they earned “ repeat” o rders — unless they g av e y o u 
ho nest v alue fo r ev ery do llar y o u spend with them. 


That is why each article they sell y o u must be so 
tho ro ug hly satisfacto ry that y o u wo uld later answer 
“ y es” to this, the mo st impo rtant questio n a mer­ 
chant can ask a custo mer: “ Wo uld yo u b uy it a g a in?”
